Would be ready 


In an elaborate and carefully written re- 
vlew of the business of St. Louis for the past 
year the Republican yesterday shows the 
banking situation fairly and clearly.’ In 
spite of shrinkage in values and depression 
in business all of the banks, without excep- 
tion, have made their usual dividends and 
their stocks have advanced in values. 

We are glad that the banks have pros- 
pered. The banks of St. Louis are sound, 
conservative, well-managed institutions. 
Complaint is often made that they are too 
conservative, but this complaint is idle and 
unjust. The least that any bank official has 
to demand is absolute security for every 
dollar loaned or invested, To depart a hair’s 
bre dth from this strict rule is not banking, 
and the highest compliment that could be 
paid to the management of our boards of di- 
rectors is to say that they take no risks. 

But the statement that there has been no 
time during the year when the banks have 
not had some eight per cent money out shows 
conclusively that there is not enough bank- 
ing capital in St. Louis to accommodate the 
requirements of its business. There are 
other evidences in the experience of every 
business man to confirm this conclusion 
which isso generally admitted as not to 
need argument, This need of additional 
Capital is shown by last year’s experience to 
be urgent and imperative. 

No regular business can stand eight per 
cent. There is not that margin of profit on 
the ordinary transactions of legitimate trade. 
When discounts can be had only at that rate 
a great many merchants will simply refuse 
to do business, and the volume cf the city’s 
trade will be diminished proportionat@y. 
Thé one great auxiliary of trade is not the 
raliroad, nor the telegraph, nor the bill of 
exchange, but credit, and the city which can- 
not get ample credit facilities, but which 
is compelied to trade chiely on its cash re- 
sources, is bound to be crowded to the wall 
by the competition of a rival city which can 
at any time, to meet any demand, draw im- 
mediately on a large reserve of credit at liv- 
ing rates. 

The business of St. Louis needs more 
money and cheaper money. We are not an 
advocate of cheap and rickety banks, and a 
few perfectly good banks are much better 
than any number of doubtful ones. But the 
business of St. Louis has been heavily taxed 
last year by the lack of banking capital; the 
business men know how they have been 
pinched, and they should protect themselves 
against a recurrence of such «a record. St. 
Louis ought never t. "Vv Adre than six per 
cent for money, under the conditions re- 
quired here, and, uniess the leading banks 
can make &rrangements to obtain loanable 
capital from the East at lower rates, it will 
be merely the part of common prudence to 
supply the deficiency by forming new com- 


panies. 

Ir the country dves not breathe freer now 
it ought to. A question that has been agitat- 
ing Washington social circles for a year or 
more, was definitely settled yesterday. It 
seems that Mrs. FRELINGHUYSEN, as wife of 
the Cabinet Premier, arrogated to herself 
the position of “first lady” in the absence of 
the wife of the President of the Senate when 
there is no “Mrs. President” nor “Mrs. 
Vice-President’ on hand. It seems also that 
Mrs, Speaker KeIrer, being a non-combat- 
ant sort of person, yielded the point to Mrs. 
FRELINGHRUYSEN without a struggie, But a 
powerful party still stubbornly maintained 
that Mrs. F. was a ruthless usurper, and 
there was great anxiety to see whether Mrs. 
CARLISLE would have the spirit to stand up 
for the rights of the Speaker’s wife, and what 
would be the upshot of the struggle. Well 
at the White House yesterday, it was Mrs. 
CABLISLE and not Mrs. FRELINGHUYSEN, 
who sailed in on the President's arm, and 
took her place on his right, doing the honors, 
while Mrs. FRELINGHUYSEN came in with 
Secretary FoLGER, and took the next highest 
position. It is not recorded that either 
blood or tears were shed, and no laces were 
torn, nor cviffures disarranged in the settle- 
ment of the momentous question, but it was 
settled by the decision of the first gentle- 
man, never to be raised again. We congrat- 
ulate the country upon this auspicious con- 
clusion of the strife. It will convince Mar- 
THEW ARNOLD that we are pot altogether 
deficient in sweetress and light.

Mme. Colombier’s Memoirs of 
Sarah Bernhardt’s American 
Tour. 


The Extravagance and Dishonest Doings of 
the Great French Actress—A Selection of 
Scandalous Subjects Sarcastically Served. 


By Telegraph to the Pest-Dispatcn. 

New Yor, Janugry 2, — Sarah Bar- 
num,“ Mme. Colombier’s book, which Sarah 
Bernhardt advertised so handsomely a few 
days ago by horsewhipping the authoress in 
her apartments in Paris, has reached this 
country. A hasty perusal of it makes it 
easy to see why Sarah got so mad and why 
she started off in battle array like the crazy 
creature she always is, and for which this 
time she had a sufficient excuse. It will be 
understood how, intoxicated with fury, she 
struck at random, smashed the furniture, 
tore the robes and sacked the apartitents-of 
Mme. Colombier. “Colombier writes with 
venom, mud, and worse,” says a reviewer, 
“what purports to be the memories of her 
ex-friend, companion and directress during 
her tour in America. In former days such a 
book would have been swiftly tora up. 
The stories with which it is filled, 
whether true or imaginary, equally offend 
good taste and modesty. It is simply the 
history of a life not altogether above scan- 
dal, written in the most scandalous manner 
and with much added, which will be likely 
to entertain none but lovers of scandal of 
the most depraved kind. The following ex- 
tracts from the volume, give the aecount of 
Mme. Bernhardt's trip to America and the 
description of her death, with which the 
book closes: 

BERNHARDT’S DEBTS.

The utmost order aud quiet prevailea and 
every word that was spoken was listened to 
with interest by the audience. When Judge 


Thorntun began speaking this att 
eruoon e room was packed with 
humanity. The Judge carried everybody 
with bim in his powerful argument, and held 


the attention of the jury as no lawyer in the 
delivery of the argument has done so far. 


Judge Thornton has been a practitioner in 
Illinois courts for forty years. He and Lin- 
cola were often pitted against each other, 
but were always siaunch friends, The 
Judge is tail and gaunt, emaciated from 
close study and his sedentary occupation 
but his frame is of that powerful rugged 
mould so common among the men of the 
West. The first part of his argument 
showed the shrewdness of the old lawyer in 
playing himself en rapport with the jury. 
HE BEGAN BY RIDICULING 

what the opposing counsel had presented as 
arguments for the conviction of the defend- 
ants, and then sailediuto Judge Vandever's 


speech in so unmerciful a manner as to 
both humiliate and make ludicrous the 
weak effort of the old man, Then he began 
the argument of his case, and differed from 
those previousiy made in being lucid, co- 
herent, consecutive and forcible. The mer- 
est oulline of his argument only is given 
here. After disposing of Judge Vandever, 
ruining all that gentleman had said, he went | 
on to show to the jury the difference be- 
tween a criminal! and a civil case. He cited 
the old English law maxim that it were bet- 
ter that ninety and nine guilty men escape 
than that one innocent man shouid suffer. 
It had been intimated by the press, he said, 
that the jury had already made up their 
mind as to the verdict, and he called on 
them to remember their oath of non-preju- 
dice and non-prejudgmeat of the case. 
They bad no right to begin to judge the case 
until the evidence, the arguments, and the 
instructions of the court had been given 
them. Taking up the line of defense, then, 
Judge Thornton began with the startting 
‘Statement that the jury could notin law 
‘ind a verdict against the defendains in the 
“Vase for the simple fact that it hud not been 
ſoved by the prosecution that an outrage 
deen commitied. “You would not be 
‘stified in convicting these defendants,“ 
id he, “even if no defense had been made; 
ev if all the testimony for the defense were 
hrown out. I assert as a matter of law, 
that, on Emma Bonu’s testimony alone, the 
case for the prosecution falls through. There 
has been no proof that she was criminally as- 
asulted at all.“ The Judge alluded to the 
speech of Mr. Taylor, wherein that gentieman 
said that the prosecution did not wish to 
revel inthe bloody clothes of the victim, and 
said in response to that thrust that he him- 
self hadan only daughter, whom he loved 
with ail a father’s love, aud that if Miss Bond 
had been she hecould not havequestionedher 
more kindiy when she was on the stand, or 
with a more fatherly spirit. “When that 
unfortunate girl,” said the judge, in refer-

‘The latter he 
called a self-confessed rascal aud perjurer ; 
Heinlein he charged with being a lar, 
proved so by his own and Swick’s testimony. 
He also paid some attention to the convict- 
ed murderer who had deen put upon the 
stand by the prosecution. ‘Lnis part of his 
argument was powerlu, in its invective. Hi 
peroration was a fine piece of pleading. The 
Judge made no attempt at oratory. He used 
plain language and spose convincingly. His 
speech, began at 2 o'clock, was concluded at 
3:30. 
JUDGE EDWARDS 
of the prosecution spoke this evening, begin- 
ning at 7 o'clock. is arguineut lasted three 
hours. It was delivered with great force 
apd much persuasive eloquence. Before 
geiting down to the case, he drew a series of 
word pictures for the purpose of impressing 
the jary with the horror of the crime under 
discussion. He pictured the agony of a 
father upon hearing that his daughter's vir- 
tue had been seduced away by a sinooth- 
tongued villain; spoke of the indignation a 
arent felt when a daughter returned to her 
1ome, deserted by her husband, homeless, 
penniless aud in rags, and then spoke of the 
triviality of these feelings compared 
with the emotions which the un- 
fortunate father must feel when his 
pure, beautiful daughter comes to him after 
all that had made life dear to her hac been 
taken away, after she had been foreibly de- 
filed by villains.

Those of your readers who are familiar 
with the histery of the game of base-ball 
will readily remember the old rule 
that required the pitcher to keep both 
fees on the ground when delivering 


the ball and it was delivered with the arm 
swinging perpendicular and the hand pass- 
ing below the knee. This is what is known 
as a square pitch, and there are mauy old 
timers who would like to see it brought into 
vogue again. Those were the 1 * of livel 
balls and large scores, With this style o 
delivery, very tittle latitude was given the 
piteher.

most effective of all balls pitched, without 
getting his hand above his waist. So open 
aud flagrantly was the rule viviated that in 
1883 the rule was changed so as to allow the 
hand to pass as high as the shoulder. This 
concession seemed tomake no difference to 
the pitchers, who pursued the even tenor of 
their way and delivered the ball in the most 
effective manner they could; if that required 
the hand at times to pass as high or uigner 
than the head, that is where they put it. 
The writer does net remember of seeing but 
ti reo pitehers in the American Association 
last season, and he saw all vf them, wuo did 
not deliver some balls 

IN AN ILLEGAL MANNER 
with the hand passing above the shoulder. 
The three exceptions were White and Mc- 
Cormick of Cincinnati and Bradiey of the 
Athletics. Mullane, Emsiie, Hecker, Mount- 
ain, Hagie and Keeiv were especially high 
handed at times.

The history of the past clearly proves that 
the pitcher has not been restrained by the 
rules: That he has always encroached upon 
them. Thatforthe past two seasons, at 
least, he has deifvered the ball as he pleased. 
Has the batting of the past two seasons de- 
creased? Every attendant upon the games 
during that time will answer that it has not 
only not decreased but thatit has apprecia- 
bly increased. This is especially true of the 
American Associasion, which adopted a 
lively ball last season to the great 

IMPROVEMENT OF THE BATTING 
and the eujoyment of the specators. The 
best pitchers im the profession were hit hard 
and freety last season tnd will be next, iu 
the League as well as the American Asso- 
clation. 

Having given my views at such length to 
prove that the gue has not made a mi- 
take, it is not aitogether improper for me to 
give some reasons why I think the American 
Association, in its legislation on the same 
aubject, has made one.
